have graduated from the graded 
whool they are then properly fit- 
ted to enter college, business, or 
10 take up professional work. 

We cannot understand why 
'this has been overlooked so long, 
but we believe that Superin- 
tendent Parker means to take 
i.he matter up, and with the as- 
sistance of our Board of School 
Trustees, together with the citi- 
zens of our town, it will not he a 
iard matter to haye one of the 
>est schools to be found any- 
vhere, in full op*/ration in Bur- 
.ourville. 

We want to state here that, we 
are ready at any time to render 
whatever assistance we can to 
the cause and feel confident that 
if every one who feels them- 
selves interested would only say 
fa word favorable to the inove- 
i ment and discuss with the school 
W board the idea of having a graded 
I school, it would be but a short 
f time until we would realize just 
what we all recognize would be a 
giand step forward in educa- 
tional advancement. 

Let's not allow this matter to 
drag along and nobody do any- 
thing, but let's awaken and take 
steps to secure a graded school 
system, and we would never 
want to return to the present 
system again.

Representative Fred Landis, 
of Indiana, has in his desk at the 
Capitol a lengthy signed state- 
ment by Mayor Charles A. Book- 
waiter, of Indianapolis, in which 
Mayor Bookwalter gave graphic 
details of an effortwhich he naid 
was made by Tom Campbell, 
attorney for the Goebelites, to 
permit him to permit former 
Gov. W. 8. Taylor, of Kentucky, 
to be kidnaped from Indianapo- 
lis. According to Bookwalter's 
formal charge, during his first 
term as Mayor he was invited by 
a man whom he supposed to be 
his friend to come to Cincinnati. 
When he got there he was intro- 
duced to Tom Campbell. Sub- 
sequently he was invited to dine 
at his friend's house, and Camp- 
bell, without Bookwalter's 
knowledge, was invited also. 

After dinner, the statement 
continues, the host left Camp- 
bell and Bookwalter together, 
and Campbell then offered B ok- 
walter I25.000 if he woold allow 
Goebel sleuths to come to In- 
dianapolis and take Taylor away. 
Bookwalter immediately repu- 
diated the offer, and when he 
returned home he ordered a 
strong police guard placed alxmt 
Taylor's house, and warned Tay- 
lor to keep indoors. By request 
of Mr. Landis, Mayor Bookwal- 
ter has furnished him a detailed 
statement of the occurrence. 

Mr. Landis is a warm friend 
of Caleb Towers and has taken 
a part in raising money in In- 
diana to help defray the cost of 
Powers' trial. He proposes to 
•nake a speech on the Kentucky 
situation and to read Bookwal- 
ter's statement to the House. 

"I am sure," he said, "that, 
will do much to fix national at- 
tention on Democratic methods 
in Kentucky and to show to the 
world what kind of men are after 
Powers."— Louisville Port. 

Cross-tie Freight Rates. 



The Kentucky Railroad Commis- 
sion has tixed the freight rate on 
cross ties at the same hgure which 
the railroads now charge for ship- 
ping lumber.
